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A DIFFERENT FLAG FOR EVERY WAR! 


Our heroes of the revolution first 


fought under a red, white and blue 
flag after the war had gone along 
nearly a year. It had'13 red and white 
horizontal stripes and 13 five-pointed 
stars of white arranged In a circle on 
a blue field. 


The war of 1812 saw a 15-atarred 


and 16-strlped flag, the two extra 
Blare and stripes to represent the ad- 
dition of Vermont and Kentucky to 
the union. The stars were arranged 
In a square because the number bo- 
came too high for circular arrange- 
ment. 


By the time we fought Mexico In 


18«, the United States consisted of 
29 states and a. star for each of these 
states was sewn on toe blue field.

Although 11 states seceded from tho 


union at the beginning of the Civil 
war, their stars remained in the blue 
field of the United States flag. Then 
the union consisted of 33 states and 
36 by the end of the war.

Oui- heroes of the revolution first 


tought under a red, white and blue 
fi.ie after the war had gono along 
nearly a year. It hud 13 red ami white 
horizontal stripes and 13 rive-pointed 
stars of white arranged in a circle on 
a blue field. 


The war of 1S12 saw a I5-starre<1 


and 
15-striped 
flaff, 
the two extra 


stars and stripes to represent the ad- 
dition of Vermont and Kentucky to 
the union. The stars were ;irrai>K«i 
1n a square because tho number he- 
came too high for circular nrrunKO- 
ment. 


By the time we fought Mexico In 


1S46, the United States consisted of 
20 stxitc-s and a star for each of theao 
BLitos was sewn on tho blue field. 
The stripes numbered 13, for It was 
Keen a stripe for each stale would 
make the (lag unwieldy. 


Although 11 states seceded from the 


union at the beginning of the Civil 
war, their stars remained in tho blue 
field of tho Unices States flag. Then 
the union consisted of 33 states and 
35 by the end of the war. A star rep- 
resented each. 


By 1898, when the United States 


fougltt SpaJn, 45 states wore in tho 
union and a star represented each on 
the national emblem. By that t!mo it 
was .seen the stiped part of the flag 
was a hit out of proportion, so new 
plans for the [lag were discussed.

The 


flag is of finer proportions, appearing 
longer and narrower than before. Tho 
blue field by this time contains 48 
stars, for all divisions of the union 
iiad become states.

The jury was out only 25 minutes, 
Tho trial was expedited by the will- 
ingness of counsel to asree on the 
main facts and to take the case to 
the jurv on the broad contention that 
Horn's "act of trans port! tig: explosive

able only under international law. 


Statement by Horu 


For this purpose Horn signed, dur- 


ing thc day, a statement admitting 
tho main facts. lie admitted that he 
received the explosive, nitroglycerine, 
carried it from Xew York to BUB ton 
and thenco to Vanccboro by common 
carrier, carried it across the bridge 
to the Canadian side and caused it-to 
explode with tho intent to destroy 
the abutments of the bridge.

Landwehr. that he left Germany in 
1910 on leave of absence, that when
